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RUSSIA’S SMOOTH GAME 
Owing to the general incompetence which prevailed 
in the early days of the soviet government, during which 
time the wildest of anarchistic vaporings against the rest 
of the world were poured out by the ultra-radicals, the 
impression was created that Russian influence and diplo­ 
macy were to be considered a joke and passed bv with 
contempt or indifference. The Turkish rtjw, however 
demonstrates that the soviet regime knows the game as 
well as any. 
For three centuries the czars coveted the Dardan­ 
elles and Bosporus straits, but each attempt to dislodge 
the Turks was foiled by the interference of jealous na­ 
tions, notably Great Britain. During the progress of the 
war the other allies finally consented that Russia should 
at last be gratified in her ambition to secure this outlet 
but the overthrow of the czar’s government ended this! 
for the soviet was from the first intensely hostile to the 
czar s allies. Since then the Russian rulers have sought 
with little success to secure the recognition of other 
powers. Turkey was the only one to receive the Russians 
with open arms, for here, too, was a nation arrayed 
against some of soviet’s enemies. The leaders of these 
two nations had not fogotten how dissensions among the 
powers had in times past been the salvation of Turkey 
and it w as on this line that they worked. France was 
bought off through territorial concession in Svria and 
Italy was also promised much. They sold their former 
enemy ai ms and supplies which were paid for with Rus­ 
sian gold and then when the time came to strike Greece 
was brought to her knees with one blow and the Turk 
in no uncertain terms demanded the return of just about 
all the war had stripped him of. This time bluffing did 
not work and with the enemy divided and herself back­ 
ed bj her traditional enemy, Russia, Turkey made good 
her demands, iorcing the allies to a most ungraceful and 
precipitate surrender. 
Now conies tile smooth game of Russia. With the 
straits in the hands of the powers she was in consider­ 
able danger, and there was little chance of her ever gam­ 
in the goai of three centuries, Constantinople, with the 
straits in possession of her enemies. However, if Turkey 
controlled the situation it would be easy to force the 
graining cl un} special privileges that might be demand­ 
ed or to capture the territory and defy the allies to do 
their worst, \vith the example of an easy surrender to 
encourage them, the two Near East nations are becom­ 
ing more insolent and exacting in their demands and 
when they have secured all they are after Russia will be 
in a position to grab the fruits of the victory and Turkey 
will wonder how it happened.

Postoffice on Wheels First 
Started With Outcome 
of Civil War. 


(By the Associated Press) 
CHICAGO, Dec. 12. —Believing 
that “the railway mail service is 
the backbone Qf the postoffice de­ 
partment,” it remained for the late 
George 13. Armstrong of Chicago, 
known as the “founder of the rail­ 
way mail service/' to conceive the 
idea and 
put into practical use, 
what 
he called 
‘‘postoffices 
on 
wheels,” says his son, J. J. Arm­ 
strong, prominent traffic engineer, 
living here, 
“ It was during the strenuous days 
of tile civil War, when my father 
was asisiant postmaster of Chicago 
and when hundreds of pouches of 
mail came into the office to be 
sorted 
and 
dispatched,” said 
the 
son, “that he conceived the idea of 
eliminating this Central office de­ 
lay, by having experts on mail cars 
sort the mail and route it by the 
nearest and most direct way. 
“Soldiers at the front were clam­ 
oring for mail. The folks back home you money 
were anxious to hear from relatives 
and friends in the army, with de­ 
lay after delay caused by congestion 
att the central office. In 1864, after 
three letters had been written out­ 
lining his plan, Postmaster General 
Montgomery Blair gave father per­ 
mission to equip a baggage car, as 
he saw fit, and try out the idea. 
“Accordingly, on the Chicago and , 
Northwestern, between Chicago and! 
Clinton, Iowa, the first mail car, I 
with distributing racks, manned by! 
experts, was i na u go rated with the} 
advantages of the system Vo immidia I 
tely apparent that the railway mail I 
system soon extended to all the lead- j 
j ing railways. As a result, needless* 
I time and delay nave been elimin-j 
lated and all mail is forwarded the j 
quickest way 


postoffices and pouching the re­ 
mainder 
for the 
terminal office, 
where it was distributed and gent 
on its way. 
The Armstrong system provides 
for mail crews of competent ex­ 
perts, who will open all pouches 
and tie sacks, distributing the mail 
on the train and at the end of the 
run or at railroad junctions the 
mail properly sorted and pouched, 
is delivered 
to connecting 
trains 
with no further delay and the nec­ 
essity of passing through a central 
office. 
With the general, adoption <>f the 
railway mail service, It became nec­ 
essary for the postal department to 
have a general superintendent of 
tho service, a position which Mr. 
Armstrong held from its inception 
In 1869 until 1871, when he resig­ 
ned. He died two days after his 
resignation. 
In the vestibule o* the Chicago 
post office is a large bronze bust of 
Mr, Armstrong, which was erected 
as a memorial by employes in the 
railway mail service. 
In a history of rthe railway mail 
service written bv Clark E. Carr 
it is stated that?, “ while it is true 
that a sporadic attem pt was made 
to iuaugerate $ railway mail ser­ 
vice in 1862 within the lines of 
the Army of the .Tennessee, it was 
George B. Armstrong who conceived 
and put into execution the complete, 
continuous, 
consecutive 
system, 
which 
entirely * revolutionized 
the 
manner 
of 
distributing

Urge Patrons of Mails to 
Prevent Daily Waste 
in Faulty Mails. 


Financial Expert Predicts 
Ruination of Monetary 
System of Land. 


The importance of due carte and 
ihe disastrous results of carelessness 
are so vital to the Postal System 
that we quote the following short 
sermon from the pen of that ‘bril­ 
liant writer, Dr. Frank Crane, who 
has given us his special permission 
to use the same; 
STOP THIS WASTE 
By Dr. Frank Crane 
The other day |he postmaster at 
Chicago had placards pat ou the 
motor vehicles operating in the Post­ 
al Service reading as follows: 
STOP THIS WASTE! 
25,000,000 Pieces of Mail An­ 
nually Are Delayed or Not De­ 
livered at#All Because They are 
Incorrectly Addressed or Im- 
iproperly Packed. 
The postal authorities nail our at­ 
tention to the fact that there are 
25,000,00J pieces of mail that they 
must handle three to seven times 
oftener than they would navel to 
handle them if they ban been prop­ 
erly prepared. 
And even after they have 
ex­ 
hausted every means of identifica­ 
tion and salvage they succeed in de­ 
livering only slightly more than one- 
fifth of that amount. 
And this does not include vast 
quantities of circulars and newspap­ 
ers which are not properly addressed 
and which are destroyed because 
they can not be delivered 
In Chicago there is one building 
that is used as a storage place for 
mail of obvious value, anil for mail 
of first class which can not De de­ 
livered. Twice a year the contents 
are auctioned off, because there is 
no way of finding the owner*. In 
this building are bins 
of 
shoes, 
quantities of clothing, dress goods, 
automobile parts and tires, sporting 
goods, suit cases—everything from 
a .bird cage to a mouse trap. These 
are lost to both the o le who sent 
them and the one who should re­ 
ceive them because somebody was 
careless in tying a knot, or used 
flimsy wrapping paper, 
put on 
a defective address. 
Nearly 300 employees are eogag- 
ed in coriecting the common 
pre­ 
ventable errors of the people. The 
only reason the post office can stand 
this drain of carelessness upon Vs 
resources is that the people pay the 
bill. 
There ought to be a general ca m­ 
paign of education rwith the object 
of impressing upon the people the 
importance 
of 
properly 
preparing 
and addressing anything they put in­ 
to the mail box. 
Another waste, caused by 
3heei 
thoughtlessness, arises from tins cus­ 
tom of many business houses hold-' 
ing their mail until the close of the 
business day, when they release it 
to the postoffice in a perfect del­ 
uge. All day, canceling machines, 
distributing cases and the other fa­ 
cilities for handling mail lie practi­ 
cally idle, and just after 5 n. rn. 
they are taxed beyond their capac­ 
ity. If people would simply change 
their mailing habits to the extent of 
depositing their mail even two hours 
earlier than they do at present, it 
would revolutionize the Postal Ser­ 
vice. 
This article is written In the hope 
that many people will adopt the idea 
of paying better attention to their 
mail matter. 
After all, the post office is the 
great public servant, 
and *t be­ 
hooves every citizen of the country 
to make that servant as efficient as 
possible. 
Much of the criticism leveled at 
the post office is due to the care­ 
lessness of the general public.
